Report  of  the  TT7 old  Cottage 

Jubilee  year,  1927. 


I A  }  *7  brought  the  completion  of  fifty  years  of  the  invaluable  work  done 
at  the  Mold  Cottage  Hospital,  and  so  it  seems  well  to  change 
the  usual  form  of  the  Annual  Report,  and  to  give  a  short  outline  of  the 
Hospital  story,  with  a  summary  in  figures  only,  of  the  actual  work  done 
during  the  past  year. 

Early  in  the  seventies  the  sympathy  of  the  late  Dr.  Alfred  Trubshaw 
was  stirred  by  the  acute  suffering  of  cases  of  accidents  in  works  and  mines. 
It  was  no  uncommon  thing  for  a  man  with  a  badly  fractured  leg,  to  lie  for 
weeks  on  the  wooden  settle  of  a  cottage  kitchen,  or  for  more  serious  cases 
to  have  to  endure  the  long  distress  of  removal  to  Chester  Infirmary,  and 
patients  sometimes  died  upon  the  road. 

Mr.  Buddicom  (Penbedw),  Mr.  Philip  Davies-Cooke  (Gwysaney),  Mr. 
Thompson  (Plas  Annie),  Col.  and  Mrs.  Bryan  Davies-Cooke  (Colomendy), 
and  others,  were  quickly  interested,  a  building  fund  raised,  and  the  little 
Hospital  opened  with  six  beds  in  1877. 

The  Staff  was  then,  one  trained  Nurse  and  a  general  servant. 

For  thirty  years  the  building  remained  unaltered,  though  the  Staff 
was  increased,  but  in  1907,  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  K.  V.  Trubshaw,  then 
in  practice  with  his  father  at  Mold,  the  operating  theatre  was  added  and 
equipped,  largely  through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  and  Miss  Sandars  (Lower 
Soughton),  iand  during  the  following  three  years  the  Mold  Carnival  Com¬ 
mittee,  of  which  the  late  Mr.  J.  Wynne  Williams,  Mr.  Thomas  James  and 
Mr.  W.  H.  Farley  wrere  Chairmen,  raised  funds  for  the  enlargement  of  the 
centre  ward1,  thus  increasing  the  number  of  beds  to  ten. 

In  1911  by  gifts  from  Mr.  P.  T.  Davies-Cooke,  Mrs.  Bryan  Davies- 
Cooke,  Capt.  Blackburne  and  Miss  G.  Davies-Cooke,  a  new  bathroom  and 
lavatories  were  added,  at  a  cost  of  £197/18/0,  and  in  the  same  year  Mr. 
Buckley  gave  £100  to  alter  and  equip  the  old  bathroom  as  anaesthetic  room. 

The  appointment  of  the  House  Committee  in  1912,  which  meets 
weekly  to  arrange  fees  and  deal  with  details  of  management,  has  been  found 
very  practically  useful,  and  at  present  has  the  most  able  help  of  Mr.  J.  T. 
Morgans  as  Chairman.  1915  brought  the  splendid  donation  of  £500  from 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  Watson  Hughes,  to  add  an  upper  storey  to  the  existing 
building,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  nursing  and  domestic  staff.  This 
made  it  possible  to  provide  a  ward  for  private  patients,  and  added  immense- 
lv  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  nurses;  but  already  the  stress  of 
War,  especially  in  the  increased  cost  of  food  and  every  Hospital  necessity, 
was  being  felt,  and  the  question  of  ways  and  means,  became  a  matter  of 
considerable  anxiety.  A  solution  was  quickly  found  through  the  splendid 
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efforts  of  the  Hospit::"<  Emergency  Committee,  who  by  many  ingenious 
methods  raised  over  £1,000,  which  was  sufficient  to  allot  an  additional 
income  of  £200  &  year,  until  the  close  of  the  War,  and  the  Mold  Cottage 
Hospital  has  the  almost  unique  honour  of  having  remained  free  of  debt 
through  those  critical  days. 

Donations  of  £200  were  received  in  1919  for  structural  improvements 
from  both  the  Leeswood  Red  Cross  Hospital  Fund,  and  the  Central  Red 
Cross  Society ;  and  this  added  a  bedroom  for  the  domestic  staff  and  a 
bathroom  on  the  upper  floor,  equipped  a  ward  kitchen  on  the  ground  floor, 
and  enlarged  and  refitted  the  premises  downstairs. 

Later  two  special  grants  of  £116  and  £90  were  made  from  the 
Government  Voluntary  Hospital  Fund,  which  was  an  invaluable  help  towards 
the  repairs  and  renewals  so  urgently  needed,  after  the  long  economies  of 
the  days  of  War. 

It  is  interesting  to  turn  back  to  the  statement  of  accounts  for  1900 
and  find  the  working  expenses  k>  be  £214/3/10,  in  which  salaries  and  wages 
amounting  to  £40/3/4  are  included,  and  then  to  refer  to  later  figures ;  and 
compare  the  expenditure  of  £1,271/4/9  (1923),  £1,073/6/5  (1924),  £955/10/10 
(1925) ;  not  less  interesting  is  the  number  of  patients  treated  :  47  in  1900, 
247  in  1925,  and  297  in  1926. 

So  ends  the  record  of  50  years  untiring  and  progressive  work,  and  it 
remains  for  thought  to  grip  what  these  figures  mean,  and  translate  them 
into  vivid  pictures  of  what  has  been  done  for  healing  and  relief  of  pain. 

But  the  story  would  be  incomplete  without  mention  of  the  splendid 
success  of  the  Hospital  Jubilee  Week,  October  18th — 21st,  1927,  and  the 
writing  of  a  message  of  grateful  thanks,  not  only  to  those  whose  names 
appear  as  the  organisers  of  the  different  efforts,  but  to  everyone  who  from 
far  and  near,  helped,  and  gave,  and  came,  so  that  a  special  fund  should  be 
available  for  the  purpose  of  bunging  the  equipment  of  the  little  Hospital 
thoroughly  up  to  date.

A  short  statement  of  the  Jubilee  Fund  Account  follows,  and  it  will  be 
noted  that  the  Hospital  is  now, heated  throughout  with  radiators,  lighted  by 
electricity,  has  an  excellent  hot  water  supply,  and  the  operating  theatre  is 
fitted  with  especially  powerful  lamps  to  the  great  comfort  of  the  Surgical 
Staff.  The  balance  has  been  set  aside  for  any  special  needs  which  may 
arise  from  time  to  time,  and  the  work  goes  on  cowards  a  centenary,  not  only 
free  from  debt,  but  really  efficient,  for  its  great  mission  of  help.
